REMARKS 

Claims 1, 2, 4-8 and 10 have been allowed. 

Statement of Substance of Interview 

Applicants thank the Examiner for the courteous telephonic interview of December 1, 

2009. In the interview, the Examiner's Amendment was discussed. Upon review of the 
amended claims, Applicant's representative noted that the subject matter of claims 3 and 9 is not 
completely incorporated into claims 1 and 7. As a result, the scope of at least amended claim 7 
is changed. Further, claims 5 and 6 were not amended to depend from claim 1 . Finally, after 
amending claims 1 and 7, claims 4 and 10 contain redundant subject matter. 

The Examiner agreed that the Examiner's Amendment of November 13, 2009, is 
incomplete and suggested filing an Amendment under 37 C.F.R. § 1 .3 12 to correct the 
inconsistencies. 

Amendments 

In order to correct the above-described inconsistencies, Applicants hereby amend claims 
1,4-7 and 10. 

No new issues are raised and no new search is believed to be required, as the substance of 
the invention in the body of the claim, which formed the basis for allowance, is unchanged.
